V "-The meeting of officials of the To- 
bacco Growers' Co-operative Market- 
Ing Association here yesterday with 
the city's banking interest*' resulted 
in the removal of several misappre- 
hensions, it was learned today, and 
revealed no hostile sentiment on the 
part dS the organization towards Dan- 
ville as a tobacco market. 
It is 
known, however, that the Co-opera- 
tive Association is extremely anxious 
to secure two more warehouses oa 
lease in this city and negotiations to 
this end are now being carried on. 
The ""Danville Warehouse Corporation 
ihas offered to the association Hol- 
lands and Exchange warehouses, 0*1 
Union street, at a rental of $2,500 
each pen annum, the association to 
make such repairs as it sees fit and 
to keep up the property", paying the 
taxes. This was the counter-proposal 
to the standard contract, which was 
•not considered by the corporation a 
good businggs proposition. The asso- 
ciation seems to be willing to take 
one of thesese two warehouses, but 
•not both, and is concentrating efforts 
to secure Banner warehouse, which is 
strategically placed in the city of 
Danville, since it stands opposite the 
mouth, of Worsham street bridge, 
across which, in ihe tobacco season, 
wagons from a 'fertile tobacco sec- 
tion pour In large numbers. 
The 
Warehouse Corporation has not con- 
sented to the leasing of this ware- 
house yet. If the association suc- 
ceeds in leasing this house, it will 
give the growers three good ware- 
houses in different sections of the 
city, a point which is considered of 
high importance. 
One thing of interest to the com- 
munity was brought out at the meet-

The impression has pre- 
vailed for~some time that the growers 
would be classified in different areas, 
and would carry their tobacco to the 
nearest tobacoc delivery warehouse. 
Since Danville is surrounded by small 
markets, many of which are 100 per 
cent for the association, it was felt 
that 
comparatively 
little 
tobacco 
would find ita way here. This, how- 
ever, is not the case. 
The associa- 
tion offlpials will not arbitrarily di- 
veit tobacco from Danville, and while 
It will have the power to determine 
the point of sale, It will be largely 
guided by what the farmers did las/t 
year. 
Questionnaires are being sent 
out to the growers asking them where 
they sold their tobacco last year, and 
where they prefer to sell it next 
season. 
The co-operative 
officials 


will, in directing where farmers shall 
sel Itbelr tobacco, be governed to a 
large extent by where the growers 
marketed their tobacco last season. 
In the meantime the Co-operative 
Association Js entering into contract 
with local tobacco firms for the re- 
drying of next year's crop.

learned that both Dibrell Brothers

whisky, confiscated a horse and war- 
on and placed under arrest two-«*e- 
groes, George Cobb and Be/kelsy Pln- 
nix. 
The latter proprietor of a col- 
ored presisng club op Uaion street. 
The haul was the result of the effort 
of Patrolman W. C. Talley. assisted 
by Officer W. B. Foster and Detective 
J. N. Campbell, who by mere chance 
happened to 'arrive in the nick of 
time to help Talley, who was having 
a difficult time chasing the negroes, 
both going id different directions. It 
was a thrilling chftse and Talley was 
al ibut exhausted when the finally had 
the negroes in his charge. 
The excitement took place beween 


9:30 
and 10 o'clock, and ttte scenes 
were laid on Main, North Ridge. High, 
Spring and Floyd street. Talley had 
suspected the negroes of engaging in 
the liquor business for some time. 
This morning he seized the opportu- 
nity and satisfied his belief. He was 
in the neighborhood of the corner of 
Main and North Ridge streets. He 
took particular notice of an enclosed 
wagon used for delivering: clothes. 
The officer passed on by the wagon 
and pretended to be going to a phy- 
sician's office nearby. 
He went by 
as though nothing was wrong, and 
evidently the negroes did not become 
the least suspicious. After the officer 
had gone some little distance.past the 
wagon, he turned suddenly and saw 
Pinnix. leaving the vehicle with a 
box. 
Then is when the action began. 
The negro propped the box, grabbed 
his hat and started to run as fast as 
he could. Detective Camp'bell caught 
sight of Talley running, and con- 
cluded that everything was not just 
right. Instead of Joining in the race, 
Campbell went a different route and 
came up by the corner of High and 
Floyd~ streets and saw a negro cominfe 
in his direcion with Talle- close In 
pursuit. 
Campbell called to Pinnix 
to halt-and the negro, seeing that it 
was useless to further evade the offi- 
cers, stopped, and Talley took charge 
of him. 
^ - _ 
In the meantime, Police Officer W. 
B Foster was coming down Main 
street, and his attention was aatract- 
ed by a large crowd, most negroes, 
standing in a circle on Ridge street. 
He went to investigate and found six 
half gallon fruit Jars of whisky. All 
of the Jars but one had been smashed 
by the crash. Foster took Charge of 
the remaining Jar. By this time Cobb 
had driven the horse and wagon 
away. Foster could learn little of 
what had transpired. 
While he was 
standing there making enquiries into 
the matter, Talley drove up with the 
wagon, which he had taken away 
from Cobb, after arresting Pinnix. 
After capturing Pinnix, Talley and 
Campbell started back to Main street, 
and while-passing Spring street, saw 
the wagon, with Cobb seated in it.. 
Another chase ensued, for Cobb, on 
seeing the officers, grabbed a rain 
coat and started to run. He was

It became known today that the 
Danville Traction and Power Com- 
»any «iay at an earjy date resume ne- 
otiatTons with the city for the fur- 
ishlflg of electric power to operate 
he city street car service. Prelimi- 
lary negotiations were entered into 
etween the city and the late John F. 
lison. but these failed to materialize. 
The street car company has real- 
z*d for some time that an additional 
unit to those already operating at the 
treet car power plant in North Dan- 
llle will have to be put in. This 
would cost between $12,000 and $15.- 


00, and the question now is whether 
he city can offer the street car con- 
ern'a rate which- would attract the 
ompany and obivate the immediate 
iccessity of such heavy expenditure. 
"he present power units have to run 
.Imost continuously to operate the 
treet cars, and this leaves no emer- 
gency machinery on which to fall 
jack in the event of some mechan- 
cal trouble developing. 
With the city preparing to install a 
new large power unit in its power 
lant, doubling the present capacity, 
he plant would be able easily to 
arry the city's light load, the de- 
mands for current for commercial 
urposes and the street car load as 
veil, and it could meet the demand 
now, 
as the demand for current is 
ighter during the summer months 
ban during the winter. 
The city, 
however, does not now manufacture 
hat type of current which could be 
used by the 'Street car company and 
t would have to be converted. Nego- 
iations which may now be said to be 
n an informal stage, should they be 
iontinued, would turn on the ques- 
on of installing machnery in the 
city power plant to convert the cur- 
rent, making it available for the 
street car company. The city is un- 
derstood to be willing to sell the pow- 
er as now turned out at the power 
plant and let the street car company 
convert it and pay for the .installa- 
ion of Hhis necessary machinery.

the president's absence from the cltj 
over the weelc end. It rt thought prob- 
able that the report will not bo made

While th* completed report Is not 
yet available high officials declared 
that It would bear out Mr. Mellon'e 
statement that minor discrepancies 
occurring In the bureau have not been 
of sufficient importance to substan- 
tiate rumors that the country was 
"flooded" with duplicate government 
bonds and counterfieit currency and 
stamps.

The Magic in reality was the first 
of the modern cup defenders for the 
America, which first won the interna-' 
tional trophy, did eo os August 22, > 
18H by defeating the Br-tlsh yacht 
Aurora, Ana it was not until nine- 
teen years later that British yachts- 
men attempted to take it home 
It 
•was in this contest that the Magic 
emerged victor, tte first of nineteen 
vessels in the race- to cross the finish, 
defeating her British challenger by 
thirty-nm* minutes- and twelye sec- 
c-nd*. Ijf this contest the Magic, t'hen 
owned by Franklin Osgood, ,of New 
York, bested th6 America, Dauntless, 
Rambler, Fleetwing, Alarm. Widgeon, 
Silvie, Idler, Alice. Tidal Wave, Ga- 
lypso, Madalln«, Phanton and four 
other American yachts famous in 
their day, all of which were in the 
race to outsail the Cambria, the Brit- 
ish ontry. At the finish the Cambria 
was eighth in actual time and tenth 
in order by time allowance. 
Th« Magic as built in Philadelphia 


by~ T. Byerly and Son In 1857 for 
CaptaJ» R. r. 1-oper. as a Sloop and 
upon launching was christened the 
Madgie. 
After her first season she 
was lengthened fifteen feet forward, 
the second'season twelve fet aft, her 
rig at that time being changed to 
tha of f schooner, and during her 
bird season she was lengthened fif- 
teen feet amidshlp. Before meeting 
the Cambria she was rebuilt at City 
Island.
